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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 53-64 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 53-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 53 is rejected because the claim is drawn to a method of making a 
manganese mixed oxide cathode but there is method steps such as "inserting said 
cathode into said lithium electrochemical system; providing a reduced charge transfer 
impedance due to a catalytic reaction causing said cathode to prevent an overcharge 
and a phase change and said compound remaining reversible against a lithium 
compound in said lithium electrochemical system" which are in regard to a 
electrochemical system. 

Claims 56-57, 61-64 are rejected because the claim is directed to the cathode 
material not to the electrical system. The limitations in the claims are limitations for 
claims drawn to a lithium electrochemical system.
